Under date of October 23, 1920, sanitary measures were ordered 
to be enforced in eastern Poland to prevent importation of the 
cholera infection present on the eastern frontier to other portions of 
the country. A sanitary cordon with quarantine stations was 
ordered to be established and. all persons entering Poland from the 
infected regions, with the exception of Government officials and 
persons engaged in urgent public business, were required to pass 
through this sanitary cordon. The persons exempted from these 
requirements were required to undergo five daj's' observation at 
their place of destination.
